The election/restriction requirement set forth by the Examiner is duly 
noted. Responsive to 35 U.S.C. § 121, appUcant elects the species VIII of Fig. 28 
(AppUcant submits that the species should include Figs. 28 through 30). Apphcant 
states that the claims readable thereon are claims 26 through 38. 

Applicant reserves the right to file separate apphcations directed to the 
subject matter of the nonelected claims. 

Examination on the merits and allowance of the claims are earnestly 

soHcited.
